Daylight saving time will end 
at 2 a.m. tomorrow and St. 
Louisans will have the opportu- 
nity to regain that hour of sleep 
they lost last April. 

In order to avoid confusion in 
keeping appointments tomorrow, 
authorities recommend that per- 
sons reset their clocks before re- 
tiring tonight. They be 
turned back one hour, or ahead 
11 hours, whichever the individ- 
ual prefers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—The United States today for- 
mally demanded that Russia pay 
$1,620,295.01 damages for shoot- 
ing down an Air Force B-29 
plane off Hokkaido, Japan, on 
Oct. 7, 1952, or else agree to 
submit the dispute to the World 
Court. 

A 24-page note presented to 
the Foreign Office at Moscow 
by Ambassador Charles E. Boh- 
len asserted that the Soviets 
were completely responsible for 
destroying the unarmed bomber. 
Russia was also accused of 
withholding information about 
the fate of the eight crewmen. 
The Americans contend that a 
Soviet boat was seen in the 
vicinity of the crash in time to 
pick up survivors. 

Rejects Claim to Islands. 

The note also denied Soviet 
claims to the Habomai islands, 
which are within sight of the 
east toast of Hokkaido, the 
northernmost main island of 
Japan. The attack occurred near 
the Habomais.

2. If several are defeated then any meeting of 
the Senate after Nov. 2 will contain lame ducks 
and these lame ducks’ will be called on to vote 
on the McCarthy issue.

It would have been far better to have had the 
censure vote weeks ago. It would be better now 
to have it in Ogtober.

Meantime it is gratifying to know that Sena- 
tor McCarthy, who caused all this trouble, is 

taking himself completely out of the campaign. 
He has now cancelled two Illinois speeches he 
promised to make. Whether this is because the 
Wisconsin Senator expects Republican reverses 
at the polls and does not want to be identified 
with them, as Washington correspondents are 
quoting him, is another matter. McCarthy is out 
as a tampaign rabblerouser and the censure 
vote is shelved until after the ballots are counted. 
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Drumhead Hearing on Dixon-Yates? 


Chairman Cole has made the disturbing state- 
ment that the Joint Atomic Energy Committee 
hearings on the proposed Dixon-Yates contract 
should take not more than three or four days, 
and be finished by mid-October. 

This suggests too strongly a peremptory hear- 
ing in which one side to the controversy is al- 
lowed too little time to prepare its case ade- 
quately. i 

Dixon-Yates is the contract which President 
Eisenhower has directed the Atomic Energy 
Commission to sign, contracting with a private 
syndicate to produce a large block of power to 
be sold to the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

It is an intricate and technical contract which 
will require study by engineers, lawyers, rate 
specialists and perhaps other technicians before 
it can be understood, analyzed, and its likely 
consequences determined. 

Congress showed appreciation of this fact 
when it provided at the last session that all such 
contracts should lie before the joint committee 
for 30 days before being consummated, unless 
the committee should waive this provision. 

The date by which the hearings would have 
to start in order to be finished according to 
Chairman Cole’s schedule is less than three 
weeks off. Whether or not that would be ample 
time for the American Public Power Association, 


the Tennessee Valley Public Power Association 


and other affected parties to analyze the con- 
tract and prépare their testimony regarding it, 
only they would properly be able to say. 

If it is not, elementary fairness requires that 
they should be allowed ample time, The propon- 
ents of the contract have had it under study for 
months. 

But the public power organizations have not 
yet been permitted to see the contract. The 
Tennessee Valley Public Power Association has 
applied for a copy four times, but still does not 
have one. Its 148 public power systems repre- 
sent a combined investment of $400,000,000 
which, as it says, “can be directly affected by 
this contract.” 

Surely the association has a demonstrable 
right to know what is in the contract, to have 
time to weigh the possible effects on the invest- 
ments of its member systems, and to be heard 
by the committee at enough length to make 
its case, 
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For Safety and Comfort Aloft 

United Air Lines has announced that it will 
equip 150 passenger and cargo planes with a 
radar set that will enable pilots to peer into 
storm fronts and select a course which the 
plane can fly in order to avoid turbulence. An 
editorial on this page last Sept. 8 took note of 
the development and perfection of such a device 
and asked whether the Civil Aeronautics Bureau 
might not well order such devices installed on 
airliners in the interest of safety. 

United Air Lines’ action probably will be 
copied in short order by the other air carriers. 
A device that insures additional safety and also 
means a smoother ride for the passenger is well 
worthwhile in these days of keen competition. 
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One Test of the Benson Theory 


Last spring the Department of Agriculture 
cut price supports for the dairy industry from 
90 to 75 per cent. In this one field, Secretary

One of the arguments against use of the Red 
Feather Express Highway in the plan is that the 
city closes the present Express Highway when- 
ever it becomes slightly dangerous because of 
icing or some other weather hazard. This argu- 
ment was effectively answered by the highway 
engineer who explained that if.the Express 
Highway came under State of Missouri respon- 
sibility the necessary scraping and sanding would 
be done promptly with state facilities to keep 
the roadway open. The State Highway Depart- 
ment keeps highways open over the state and 
it would do the same in St. Louis for any high- 
way for which it was responsible. 

Of course a six-lane expressway would be even 
better, and an altogether new expressway would 
be better than using an existing route. 

But a four-lane throughway in 1957 or 1958 
would be bettér than a six-lane expressway in 
1964 or 1965. The time differential is so im- 
portant as to outweigh many of the disadvantages 
of the state-proposed route. 

As a matter of fact, the crucial issue about 
St. Louis expressways is, as we have often 
pointed out, time. The expressways which we 
are talking about completing in 20 years are 
needed right now. If a fraction of the civic 
energy which is expended in fighting proposed 
routes were directed to finding some way to 
speed up "actual construction of actual express- 
ways, St. Louis might get somewhere. 
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Harriman vs. Ives 

One of the hardest battles of 1954 is taking 
form in New York. . Senator Ives, an Eisenhower 
Republican, has been nominated with Gov. Dew- 
ey's strong support to run against Democrat 
Averell Harriman for the seat that Mr. Dewey 
himself is vacating after 12 years. 

Here is a race between contestants well known 
to the voters who must make the choice. Senator 
Ives is serving his second six-year term and 
before he went to Washington he was able 
and prominent in the Legislature at Albany. Mr. 
Harriman, a Democrat by conviction notwith- 
standing his wealth, has filled many important 
public posts in the’ past including Secretary of 
Commerce, Foreign Aid Administrator and Am- 
bassador to Russia. 

An aspect of the New York battle that is 
well worth notice is that which relates to Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt Jr., now a Representative at 
Washington. He worked hard for the governor- 
ship nomination and continued the fight to the 
last minute. Then he made the vote unanimous, 
pledged his fullest support to Mr. Harriman and. 
took the nomination for Attorney General at 
Albany. 

The prospect is that the Democratic ticket 
thus will pool the maximum strengths of the 
rivals. If any combination can take control of 
the New York state government away from the 
G. O. P. this should be it. Watch New York and 
see a kind of curtain raiser for 1956! 
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Man of Discretion’ 

A federal grand jury in Brooklyn has handed 
down a new perjury indictment against Henry 
(The Dutchman) Grunewald, restoring that 
Washington influence peddler to the news col- 
umns where he has been absent only briefly 
in several years. 

The new indictment charges that Grunewald 
lied five times to a grand jury investigating tax 
frauds. Grunewald is also under indictment in 


Washington on charges that he lied 10 times 


before a grand jury and a House Committee 
investigating tax scandals there. He was ar- 
rested in August on charges of conspiring to 
defraud the Government. He served 80 days in 
jail last year for violating probation on a con- 
tempt of Congress conviction. 

Grunewald became known publicly as a man 
of influence, a fixer and wire-puller during the 
investigation of tax scandals of the Truman Ad- 
ministration. A House subcommittee report said 
Grunewald “personifies the decay of the federal 
tax system following World War II.“ A former 
FBI agent, he became a private detective spe- 
cializing in the collection of uncomplimentary in- 
formation on the past life of his subjects.” 

His activities were strictly bipartisan, how- 
ever. One of his more remarkable associations 
was with G.O.P. Senator Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire. Tax records showed that they in- 
tervened in a liquor tax case which eventually 
wound up in a $17,500,000 tax evasion charge. 

Former Senator Brewster of Maine, as chair - 
man of the Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee in 1950, admitted using Grunewald to 
pass $5000 each to Vice President Nixon and 


Senator Young of North Dakota for their sen- 


atorial primaries. The money was later repaid 
indirectly from regular G.O.P. campaign funds. 
Brewster, who was not supposed to intervene in 
his party’s primaries, said he used Grunewald 
as “a man of discretion.” 


What a sour description that must seem now 


to Grunewald’s indiscreet friends in official 
places! As an influence peddler, The Dutchman 
worked both sides of the political street right 
down to the dead end.

Espanol—In the First Grade? 


Chicago grade school experiments by teaching conversational 
Spanish from first grade on; even approving parents now want 
similar course; educators agree that young children learn foreign 
languages faster but differ on exactly how to teach them,

CHICAGO. 


Several years. ago, a popular maga- 
zine 4 an extreme case in exper- 
imental teaching of languages. By prior 
agreement, the child of a polyglot fam- 
ily was subjected from earliest age to a 
Babel of voices. The parents each ad- 
dressed the child in a different tongue; 
the grandparents in two more, the maid 
in a fifth. 


Within several years, the child spoke 
all five languages fluently, and was 
convinced that everybody in the world 
spoke a language of his own, so the 
story went. 


Chicago’s public schools are moving 
down the same road, but much more 
cautiously. 

Linguists agree generally that young 
children learn languages more easily 
than do older pupils, and usually learn 
to speak with much less accent. But 
even in polyglot cities like Chicago, 
with its Polish, Czechoslovakian, Rus- 
sian, German and Italian districts and 
foreign language radio programs there 
has long been some opposition to lan- 
guages in the schools. 


Traditionally, the community has 
looked to the schools to melt down na- 
tional barriers of shyness or suspicion 
by heavy emphasis on English. 


Pendulum Swings Back 


Now, as the vast majority of citizens 
become second-or-third generation Amer- 
icans, the pendulum is swinging back. 
When the principal of Francis Scott 
Key School asked parents of first-grad- 
ers if they would approve an experi- 
mental class, 15 minutes a day, in Span- 
ish, every parent but one approved 
heartily. The minority mother, the prin- 
cipal said, misunderstood the question- 
naire. 

In almost no time, moppets were 
adding gracias, adios and mananas to 
their conversation, in school and out— 
with startling results, the Chicago Sun- 
Times reported: 

1. Mothers, unused to being called 
mamacita, came in to ask for Spanish 
classes, so that they could keep up with 
the small fry. Some 52 began Tuesday 
afternoon on 


2. Teachers, too, felt they must keep 
one jump ahead of—and on speaking 
terms with—their cHarges; 19 began 
Monday afternoon study. 


3. Principal Grover C. Ramsey, whose 
enthusiasm for the experiment brought 
about the classes ahead of schedule, 
joined the teachers—jfust to stay abreast 
of the times. 

Key school fourth- and. fifth-graders, 
too, are becoming familiar with trilled 
r’s, upside-down question marks and 


explaining to reporters that most em- 


phasis is placed on conversation, rather 
than grammar, confessed that she was 
amazed at the success of the program. 

Chicago’s school board is highly en- 
thusiastic. Don C. Rogers, assistant su- 
perintendent for elementary grades, 
happily. reported that every letter so 
far received from parents has com- 
mended the experiment. But there are 
many questions still unanswered. 


Should only one language be taught, 
or several? Should they all begin in the 
first grade, or be sandwiched in, piece- 
meal, in later years? None of the other 
experiments in New York, Brooklyn, 
El Paso, Cleveland or Los Angeles, Mr. 
Rogers feels, completely answers these 
questions. 


Where a Leader Lags 


Ner has the United States Commis- 
sioner of Education, in appealing for 
an expanded language program and its 
introduction into the lower grades, 
given complete data, Mr. Rogers adds. 
The commission’s interest stems from 
the language needs met by tourists, 
American soldiers and sailors, consular 
officials and other government em- 
ployees abroad. America, long a lead- 
er in technology, economics and. com- 
merce, has not been among the front 
ranks in languages. 


Chicago parents know that language 
instructors claim a number of advan- 
tages for starting language instruction 
in lower grades: It helps the child 
learn English better, as well as teach- 
ing him the other language easier. It 
broadens a child’s cultural background, 
makes him more tolerant of children 
from a foreign-language home. It en- 
riches the program of a gifted child, 
and, according to parents and teachers, 
results in greater Hbrary use and adds 
interest to studies generally. 


“The Key School Kids?” 


Thus far, the city’s high schools have 
expressed no opinion on the experi- 
ment, though it presumably may cur- 
tail languages in their curriculum. By 
now schooled in the principle of giving 
students what they (or their parents) 
want, superintendents here have added 
(and removed) classical and modern 
languages from the course of study 
offered.

States Senator. 

Stevenson, speaking at a 
Democratic rally of 2500 8 
sons in this Republican strong- 
hold, urged re-election of Sen- 
ator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, and treated sarcastically 
President Eisenhower's appeals 
for election of a: G.O.P. Con- 
gress in November.. 

“The President is asking in 
effect: ‘Give me a. Republican 
Congress to do what we could 
not do with a Republican Con- 
gress’,” Stevenson said. 

He predicted many members 
of the Citizens for Eisenhower 
organization, which gave its 
blessing to Meek Thursday, 
would vote for Douglas. 

“I defy anyone to show how 
it is possible to be for President 
Eisenhower and for Meek,” 
Stevenson said, “unless all vir- 
tue is in the Republican party.” 

Stevenson. said the Citizens 
for Eisenhower action in indors- 
ing Meek was “that of total 


party regularity. They are parti- 


san Republicans.” 

Stevenson said the formation 
of the Citizens for Eisenhower 
group in 1952 “stemmed from 
an awareness of the American 
position in. the world.” 

“But now,” he continued, “the 
leaders of the Citizens for Eisen- 
hower have announced that sup- 
port of this nineteenth century 
candidate (Meek) will be given 
by an organization which had 
as the whole reason for its being 
the needs of the twentieth 
century.” 

Many of the independent 
voters, whom the Citizens for 
Eisenhower group claims to rep- 
resent, Stevenson said, will be 
“fighting 1954 battles, not 
battles of 1952 or 1870, and they 
will stand for Douglas.” 

Election of a Democratic Con- 
gress in November, Stevenson 
said, could bring an end to “im- 
potency, weakness and uncer- 
tainty” in American policy. 

“It could mean the beginning 
of maturity, of confident dedi- 
tation, and of great conviction 
of. American leadership toward 
peace, freedom and tranquility 
on earth,” he said.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
PAY CLAIMS START

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (UP)

Other contributing factors were 
layoffs in the textile, apparel, 
food, processing, mining, and 
primary metals industries. 

New unemployment insurance 
claims rose by 11,800 to 260,000 
during the week ended Sept. 18, 
the department reported. Con- 
tinuing claims rose by 32,600 to 
1,638,800 during the week ended 
Sept. 11. 

Many unemployed workers 
have exhausted their compensa- 
tion benefits.

Activity Period

HE activity program as a new way of learning, as a 

startling modern discovery in educational theory and 

practice is apt to be just more words, movement, noise, 
grouping and regrouping children. 

Paste and paper and hammers and saws and confer- 
ences and reference books as a mere protest against the 
silent bench and the books can be meaningless. Learning is 
the business of each child. What he gets hold of and holds 
on to counts for him. Work in groups is apt to be wasteful. 
Out of six or a dozen who form the conference group one or 
two do the job. The rest nod their heads. The smart one 
swallows the group. The rest are parasites. As a basic play 
of procedure group work develops in too many an attitude 
of “Let George do it.” Schools are established so that each 
one learns, leads, stands on his own feet, develops the power 
he possesses. And these may be developed at a noisy bench 
or at a book in a silent seat.

THE SCHOOL THAT SERVES ITS PURPOSE brings 
the life of the home and the community into the classrooms. 
It allows the children to keep on living instead of dropping 
their accustomed life at the school door with their wraps 
and their rubbers. It helps the children to understand these 
activities and makes their thinking and their behavior more 
direct, more purposive. 

As a protest to the old sit-and-listen school, the activity 
program rightly tries to free the child from the command- 
ing eye and will of the teacher. But it forgets that this is 
not all of school life. Children need to be directed. They 
will not readily study tables, phonic elements, list of words, 
techniques that are fundamental to learning. There is little 
sense in making a game of reading and then not learning to 
read. The accomplishment itself is the prize and it can be 
made as satisfying and as honorable as smearing paint on a 
sheet of paper. The activity program forgets that reading, 
writing, spelling, composition, numbering, computing are 
important to the community. Learning them well, even 
though apparently still, is as vibrant an activity as a violin 
string in full motion. Out of this silent learning comes 
strength and clarity and sureness.

NO, THE ACTIVITY PROGRAM does not abolish edu- 
eational principles. Children learn as they always learned, 
by being taught, through repetition, application, communica- 
tion, by developing useful skills. Any teacher knows that 
the child is just as active when he studies a poem, writes a 
composition, solves a mathematical problem as he is when 
he makes a box to set seeds in. 

When we introduce manual activities into the school- 
room we must not neglect the silent, persistent application 
to the book. The workbench is useful in stimulating the 
body to work in harmony with the mind, to prevent what 
might be lopsided growth but it is far from being all there 
is to learning.

HE child who will derive the 
most benefit from his school 


* opportunities is the child 


who leaves his home each morn- 
ing well-fed and well-rested. A 
child who begins his day tired 
and hungry may be cross and 
irritable. He cannot concen- 
trate, he is unhappy and his 
school work will surely suffer. 

By breakfast time it has been 
10 to 12 hours since the last 
meal. A well chosen breakfast 
is a good daily beginning for 
every member of the family and 
should be planned ahead of 
time as a part of the whole day’s 
meals, 

* * * 

ACTIVE growing children ex- 
pend a great deal of energy dur- 
ing the day and they require 
more food in proportion to their 
size than do adults. It is im- 
portant that they receive one- 
fourth to one-third of their daily 
food requirements at breakfast. 
Food eaten for breakfast is di- 
gested and ready for use dur- 
ing the active hours of work and 
play when it is most needed. 

Remember that a child is an 
individual with different tastes 
and food needs. The basic nu- 
tritional requirements for a 
good breakfast should include 
an eight-ounce glass of milk, 
fruit or fruit juice, whole grain 
céreal, bread with butter or mar- 
garine, and an egg at least three 
to five mornings a week. Va- 
riety in the breakfast menu will 
frequently stimulate a slumping 
appetite.

ADEQUATE SLEEP at night 
is just as important as adequate 
food to replenish the energy the 
child uses up during the school 
day. The kindergartner should 
be in bed at 8 p.m. to make up 
for the daily nap he has been 
accustomed to. Grade school 
children require nine to 11 
hours sleep a night, and teen- 
agers at least eight to nine 
hours, depending on age, gen- 
eral health and physical make- 
up. 
Parents must be firm about 
bed time—particularly on school 
nights. They are the ones who 
can best determine whether per- 
mission to stay up for just one 
more TV or radio program will 
mean a struggle to wake up in 
the morning.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (UP)— 
The stock market moved further 
this week to negotiate the Mount 
Everest of the 1929 boom ad- 
vance. Prices got to the best 
level since Sept. 20, 1929, in 
the industrial average. Rails 
were strong with the industrials 
and they moved to close the gap 
between the recent low and 
their high since 1930 made sev- 
eral weeks ago. 
Daily average trading rose to

At the close of the week, the 
industrial average stood at 361.67
